Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Of ficer  of  Health  for  the  Year  1961* 

The  Birth  Rate  shoves  an  increase  of  1  point  over 
the  previous  year  but  still  remains  lower  than  that  for 
the  rest  of  the  Country. 

The  Death  Rate  remains  the  same  as  the  previous  year 
and  is  lower  than  the  County  Rate  and  that  for  the  rest 
of  the  Country.  Heart  Diseases,  Cancer  and  Pneumonia 
were  the  principal  causes  of  death. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  which  for  three  years 
showed  a  satisfactory  Nil  return,  was  14*1  per  1,000  lives 
births.  There  was  actually  one  death  in  this  group. 

The  Rate  still  remains  much  lower  than  the  County  Rate 
and  the  Rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

I  should  like  to  record  again  another  year  of  helpful 
co-operation  with  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Hall,  your  Surveyor  and} 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Hopkin  and  their  staffs.

1.  LABORATORY  SERVICES

carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton.

1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 


C  t  C_  -r 


The  Bucks,  hater  Board  axe  the  Statutory  Undertakers 
from  the  public  water  supply  point  of  view  and  the  whole 
of  the  occupied  dwellings  in  the  area  have  a  main  supply 
available.  There  are  34  dwelling  properties  without  in¬ 
ternal  water  supply,  these  are  served  by  external  stand¬ 
pipes  and  in  most  cases  are  shared. 

luring  the  yeax  there  have  been  no  recorded  com¬ 
plaints  as  to  the  taste  of  the  water  supply  which,  hither 
to,  have  been  frequent.  This  improvement  in  taste  must 
be  considered  due  to  the  installation  during  i960  of  the 
Carbon  Filter  plant  at  the  Board* s  i'oxcote  Water  Treat¬ 
ment  Works. 

Only  one  sample  of  water  from  the  public  supply  was 
submitted  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  this  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory.  The  Board 
maintain  a  chemical  laboratory  for  the  purpose  of  water 
examination  and  from  the  sources  serving  Newport  Pagnell 
samples  approaching  1,000  in  number  are  examined  each 
yeax. 


From  figures  supplied  by  the  Board  it  would  appear 
that  the  consumption  per  head  of  population  is  approach 
ing  55  gallons  per  day,  which  for  a  residential  town 
without  any  major  industrial  undertakings  involving  the 
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use  ox  water,  is  considered  very  high.  The  Board*  s 
officers  are  investigating  the  abnormally  high  consump¬ 
tion  figures. 


During  the  year  no  restrictions  were  imposed  on  the 
use  of  the  public  water  supply  for  domestic  purposes, 
but  during  the  period  between  9th.  June  /  22nd.  September, 
the  use  of  hose  pipes  for  gardening  purposes  or  the  wash* 
ing  of  vehicles  was  restricted. 


2 .  SgfMtAffE  AND  S MAGE  DISPOSAL. 

During  the  year  the  foul  sewerage  of  the  Western  end 
of  your  areas  has  given  some  concern,  although  the  incid¬ 
ents  of  flooding  were  reduced.  The  surcharging  of  the 
sewer  at  Wolverton  Road  occurred  on  one  occasion  and  upon 
two  occasions  in  Lakes  Lane.  In  both  cases  the  discharge 
was  slight  and  of  very  short  duration  and  foil  caning  heavy 
rainfall • 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  a  further  127  resident-* 
ial  properties  to  be  served  by  the  Wolverton  Road  sewer 
were  approved  and  building  works  have  now  commenced  and 
the  erection  of  the  proposed  secondary  modern  school. 

Broad  Street  has  been  started.  The  construction  and 
occupation  of  properties  previously  approved  is  now  taking 
place » 


Your  Public  Heal  tlx  Committee  have  approved  the  work 
of  small  minor  constructional  details  with  a  view  to 
relieving  the  surcharging  of  the  sewers  at  the  lowest 
parts  of  the  Western  end  of  the  town,  but  no  final 
scheme  to  entirely  solve  the  problem  has  yet  been  adopted. 

8. 


In  1950  the  Council  constructed  its  sewage  disposal 
works  to  deal  with  a  dry  weather  flow  of  125,000  gallons 
per  day  with  separation  of  surface  v/ater  to  take  place 
at  three  tines  dry  weather  flow  375,000  gallons  per  day. 
The  volume  of  water  supplied  to  the  town  by  the  Bucks. 
Water  Board  has  reached  the  abnormally  high  figure  of 
256,000  gallons  per  day  and  whilst  some  of  .  this  may  be 
due  to  wastage.,  it  must  be  assumed  that  the  greater 
portion  is  discharged  into  the  Councils  foul  sewrers. 

The  service  area  of  the  M.l.  Motorwav  receives  an 

%s 

average  of  31,000  gallons  per  day  water  supply  and  an 
approximately  equal  quantity  must  be  discharged  into  the 
sewerage  system*  The  service  area  has  no  residential 
acc  omm  odat ion. 

At  the  time  of  its  construction  the  Council  provided 
accomm odat ion-  for  the  provision  of  additional  settling 
tanks  and  filters  for  the  treatment  of  a  further  42,000 
gallons  per  day  or  a.  total  of  167,000  gallons  per  day. 

It  would  appear  that  the  Council  should  now  consider  the 
construction  of  additional  equipment  to  deal  with  the 
increased  flow  now  being,  and  expected  in  the  future  to 
be,  dealt  with*  The  overloading  of  the  works  is  further 
agrevated'by  the  quantities  of  surface  water  discharged 
into  the  sewers  aid  the  quantities  of  water  infiltrating 
from  the  ground  into  the  system. 


During  the  year  it  was  found  that  considerable 
quantities  of  grease  were  being  discharged  into  the 
Council* s  sewers  and  this  was  traced  to  the  catering 
establishments  of  the  M.l.  service  area.  A n  adequate 
solution  has  not  been  found  for  this  problem. 
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Prom  the  surface  water  drainage  point  of  view  no 
flooding  of  the  built  up  areas  of  the  town  has  been 
experienced,  during  the  year.  Your  Committee  have,  however 
considered  this  problem  and  approach  has  been  made  to 
the  Bucks,  County  Council  with  a  view  to  devising  a 
scheme  for  the  surface  water  drainage  .of  the  Western  area 
of  value  to  the  Council  and  the  classified  highway  auth¬ 
ority.  ”  diver  improvement  works  proposed  by  the  Great 
Ouse  diver  Board  should  assist  in  lowering  the  river 
level  upstream  of  the  Iron  Bridge  (A.50)  and  so  contri¬ 
bute  to  tho  reduction  of  flooding  in  the  Western  areas  of 
the  town. 


■  The  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  has  been 
maintained  on  a  weekly  service  to  all  properties  except¬ 
ing  the  M.l.  Service  Area  for  which  a  daily  service 
(including  Sundays  and  Bank  Holidays )  is  operated  and 
several  trade  establishments  which  receive  two  collections 
per  week. 

Considerable  interest  has  been  shown  by  your  Public 
Health  Committee  in  the  use  of  paper  bag  refuse  recept¬ 
acles  in  substitution  for  the  normal  domestic  galvanised 
steel  dustbin  but  no  definite  decision  on  the  operation 
of  a  proposed  pilot  scheme  had  been  reached  by  the  end  of 
the  year* 

Owing  to  the  vast  quantities  of  refuse  produced  at 
the  M.l.  Service  Area  and  the  unsatisf actory  method  of 
storing  the  refuse . on  the  site  your  Committee  have  decided 
to  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  new  Shelvoke  and  Brewery 
fore  and  aft  tipping  refuse  vehicle  with  provision  for

bulk  loading. 

No  serious  labour  difficulty  occurred  during  the 
year  in  this  service. 

Certain  small  rearrangements  have  taken  place  at 
the  refu.se  tip  and  v/ith  the  additional  small  area  of  land 
which  will  be  available  for  tipping  purposes  in  the  new 
year  there  should  be  refuse  tipping  space  for  several 
years  to  come. 


SECTION  D.  HOUSING-  ACT

During  1961  no  major  scheme  of  demolition  of  unfit 
houses  were  undertaken  but  2  individual  houses  were 
demolished  and  a  further  11  closed  for  housing  purposes. 

The  Council  approved  6  applications  for  Improvement 
Grants,  II  applications  for  Standard  Grants  and  31 
dwellings  were  made  fit  following  informal  action. 

The  construction  of  14  bed-sitter  bungalows  and  1 
one  bedroom  type  bungalow  were  completed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year. 


SECTION  E. 

I .  SSjmAL 

24  cases  of  nuisances  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year  by  inf ormal  action. 

The  cleansing  of  the  classified  and  district  high¬ 
ways  of  the  town  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Council. 
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This  duty  is  undertaken  entirely  by  manual  methods  by 
street  sweeper  and  orderly  hand  truck,  such : work  is 
rendered  more  difficult  in  the  centre  of  the  town  owing 
to  the  vehicular  congested  condition  of  the  highways 
during  the  normal  business  hours* 

2.  FACTORIES  ACT. 

luring  the  year  there  were  32  premises  entered  upon 
your  register  under  the  Factories  Act  of  which  building 
and  constructional  sites  accounted  for  6. 

3*  TOE  CREAM 

cr.y--<L- 

25  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream 
and  4  traders  operate  from  mobile  vans.  3  of  these  mobile 
traders  operate  from  depots  outside  the  district. 

There  is  only  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in  the 
town  and  his  business  is  of  small  capacity  dealing  mainly 
with  weekend  trade  from  a  mobile  van.  His  premises  have 
been  found  cleanly  and  his  manufacturing  records  satis¬ 
factory. 

4*  food  HIG-IEEE 

G-enerally  the  food  traders  in  the  town  have  indicated 
a  sincere  desire  to  produce  or  serve  the  public  with 
cleanly  and  wholesome  produce.  Difficulty  is,  however, 
regularly  experienced  with  some  traders  and  formal,  action 
has  had  to  be  threatened.  Additional  sanitary  accommoda¬ 
tion  has  been  provided  at  the  M.l.  Service  Area  and 
arrangements  made  for  more  adequately  dealing  with  the 
trade  refuse. 
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5*  SMUCHTEEHOUSSS . 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  existing  in  this 
district  end  neat  in  carcase  form  is  brought  into  the 
town  from  Bedford,  Ncrtharnptonand  Luton. 

6 .  HffiVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

The  Council  have  still  retained  its  membership  of 
the  North  Bucks.  Brea  Rodent  Committee  together  with  the 
Bletchley  Urban  and  the  Newport  Pagnell  Rural  District 
Councils.  During  the  year  a  total  of  1,3^9  inspections 
were  carried  out  and  105  properties  were  treated  for 
minor  infestation  by  rats.  31  pi'opcrtics  were  treated 
for  infestation  by  mice. 

The  treatment  of  domestic  property  together  with 
properties  in  the  occupation  of  the  Church  or  Charitable 
organisations  is  dealt  with  free  of  charge,  but  the 
disinfe station  of  farm  or  business  establishments  is 
charged  for  either  on  a  day  work  or  contract  basis. 

Once  again  the  investigation  of  the  sewers  had 
shown  them  to  be  free  of  rodent  infestation. 


7.  UNSOUND  FOODS. 

During  the  year  the  food  traders  of  the  town  have 
been  most  oo-operative  with  my  department  and  they  have 
indicated  a  sincere  desire  not  to-  sell  to  the  public  any 
food  of  harmful  quality.  The  following  unsound  food¬ 
stuffs  have  been  surrendered  by  the  traders  and  disposed 
of  by  the  Public  Health  Department: -

8.  PUBLIC  SHIMMING-  POOL.* 

During  1961  4  samples  were  taken  from  your  Swimming 
Pool  and  submitted  for  examination  and  all  proved  to  be 
very  satisfactory*  The  Pool  was  in  public  use  between 
May  and  September  and  a  total  of  36,641  persons  took 
advantage  of  this  facility* 

The  weather  conditions  during  the  year  were  not 
favourable  for  the  full  advantage  to  be  taken  of  the 
Swimming  Pool  though  3,355  more  people  attended  than  in 

i960. 


Some  difficulty  was  again  experienced  with  the 
maintenance  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  supply  of  water  due  to 
the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  water  sterilization 
equipment*  Reports  on  this  subject  have  been  considered 
b y  the  Council1  s  General  Purposes  Committee  and  it  is 
hoped  that  provision  for  the  replacement  of  the  old 
equipment  with  modern  and  increased  capacity  plant  mil 
be  authorised  prior  to  the  1962  Summer  Season*
